REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly teach a holding mechanism with a mounting flange 
provided with a flow passage contiguous with at least a retainer ring for allowing a 
temperature-controlled gas to be supplied through the flow passage, further comprising 
switching means for selectively supplying the gas and a cleaning liquid to the flow 
passage. The closest prior art, to Jackson et al, 5,643,061 , teaches supplying fluid 
such as gas through a flow passage contiguous with a retainer ring, but does not 
disclose switching means for selectively supplying gas and a cleaning liquid to the flow 
passage.
